Prior to mid-December 1951, a Soviet residential area, which was off limits 
to the Rumanian population, was located in the southern sector of arad, between 
the former Bulv, Carol to the east and the former Bulv, uwaria, redesignated 
Bulv. Republicei, to the west. A Soviet headquarters was observed in the 
northeastern corner of this area. A radio -nast was Seen in the front carden of 
the two-story brick building, The building vas guarded by seatries wearing 
tank insignia. a Soviet officers' club was located in a former hotal, on the 
west sids of iulv.
